Having been thoroughly seasoned during these two years as under class- 
men we earnestly and confidently entered our junior year. Now wc had 
grown to immense proportions — at least physically. No longer did we beat 
helpless freshmen. Instead we settled down to more important things, such 
.in sports, dances and parties. Studying still came in a poor second for many 
of us, Our outstanding social event was the Junior Prom, As co-chairmen 
we chose Joan McKee and Betty Morse who put their committees through 
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their paces so that the dunce was termed a success, both socially and financially, 
During the last assembly of the year the monitor squad picked twenty-four 
of our members to serve as law-enforcers for the next year. The National 
Honor Society claimed jean Leavitt, Earle Clifford, Allan Merritt and Stanley 
Burns, as members in this exalted and honorary organization We also chose 
our class ring. Some were worn only a few days and then turned over to a 
frtend. Our leader at this time was Stanley Burns ably assisted by Peter 
Lour as and Marshall Baldwin. 

Upon entering our senior year our group had diminished to the exclusive 
little number of one hundred and fort) 'two I shall briefly enumerate the 
outstanding events. First, we lost our football captain, "Al' Romano to 
the Marines and if "AT bowls over the Japs as he did opposing linesmen he 
will be a great asset to the Allies indeed. Stanley Burns was elected our 
class president; Robert Barch, our vice-president; and Jean Leavitt, our 
secretary-treasurer 

The National Honor Society initiated John Phillips, Juliet [enney, Joyce 
Wood, Mary Hleha, Betty Morse and Dorothy Whitney into their number 

The Senior plav "Mrs. Miniver" drew a large audience and was admirably 
presented with Dorothy Whitney in the title role, and Richard Park as her 
nusband. They were ably supported by Juliet Jenney, Marian Rogers, George 
Tappan, Joyce Wood, Earle Clifford. Nancy Holt. Louise Harman, Merle 
Wilson, Jean Townsend and William Ginshurg, 

jean Leavitt won the annual "good citizenship' award, presented bv 
the State D. A. R. Jean won this award in competition with about sixty 
other Vermont girls 

Our Senior Reception chairman "Soddy" Hitzel left for the Army Air 
Corps in May and his friendly smile and w inning personality was missed by 
everyone. Patricia Douglas and ]oan McKee acted as co-chairmen of the 
r ecep t ion com mi t tee . 

For outstanding scholastic ability our valedictorian and satutatonan 
were Joyce Wood and Earle Clifford, respectively. 

Noteworthy achievements were made by Paul Pitts as editor-in-chief of 
the TaliMmiii, and by Joyce Wood as head of the school paper. 

The chairmen of the various committees tor Senior Week were: Cla a 
Night, Col burn Aldrich: Commencement, John Phillips; Banquet, Merritt 
Thomas; Baccalaureate, Helen Eaton; and Ivy Planting, Bradford Rousseau . 

The essayists chosen this year were Stanley Burns, Earle Clifford, 
Dorothy Whitney and Joyce Wood. 

All too soon high school will be but a memory. Both boys and girls 
will leave to fight tn one capacity or another, No matter how far we may 
travel we shall never torget Rutland High nur teachers who helped us cover 
so many pitfalls, our fellow students, who are all in their hearts "just kids/' 
and the brick budding itself where so many memories are stored. Yes, our 
years at R. H. S, will live forever in the minds of each of us graduating into 
this wartorn world.

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Rutland High's Red Raiders waded through a stiff eight-game schedule 
during the 1942-43 football campaign, winning six contests while losing 
but two to take their third Vermont State scholastic title m the six years 
that Coach Lloyd Flaitz has guided Raider gridiron fortunes. 

Four Redskin varsity bidders, Marvin Berger, Captain Al Romano, 
Dom Ferraro, and Earl Fredette won first team positions on the 1943 All- 
State schoolhov eleven, while two other Raiders, Al Merritt and Walt 
Hasbrook, won second team berths. Marv Berger gained the distinction of 
polling the highest number of votes in the All-State selections. 

Captain Al Romano, Dom Ferraro and Al Merritt in the backfield, and 
Walt Hasbrook, Marv Berger, Joe Hitrel, John Coloutti and Mel Sheppard 
in the line, performed brilliantly for the Red and White cause throughout 
the long campaign, The loss of these seniors through graduation will be a 
severe blow to tne 1933-44 grid plans. 

However, several newcomers to the Rutland High football ranks came 
through with outstanding records and will serve as a nucleus around which 
next year's eleven will be molded. Earl Fredette, who won a first team end 
position in the All-State poll played his first year of varsity football as did 
Bob Kehoe, Dave Molenaor, Pat Piscopo, Tommy O'Brien, Johnny Ferraro, 
Merritt Clifford, joe Kudera, Chad Loveland, Kermit Upton, Frank Belock 
and Elio Fillipo, 






The Raider backfield of Romano, Merritt, Ferraro and Pratico was re- 
spected by Raider opponents as a powerful offensive and defensive unit. 
Captain Al Romano, who enlisted in the United States Marine Corps short- 
ly after the end of the football season, spearheaded the attack from the 
fullback position. Dom Ferraro supplied a fleetfooted running attack, a 
potent punting defense, and a deadly accurate passing attack from the left half- 
back berth. Phil Pratico, Captain-elect of next year's eleven served as a 
brilliant blocking back and Al Merritt at quarterback was the Raider field 
general who directed the campaign. 

Marv Berger, Walt Hasbrook, John Coloutti, Mel Sheppard and Joe 
Hitzel were outstanding in the Raider line. The 
defensive and offensive ability of all of these gnd- 
ders was a vital factor in the state title drive of 
the Raiders during the 1943 season. 

The highlight of the campaign was a 207 
victory over Mount St. Joseph, the traditional Rut- 
land High rival. The MS] eleven scored on the 
first play of the game, but the Raiders came back 
in the initial quarter to tie the game at 7-all and 
then went on to win easily. Al Romano and Dom 
Ferraro led the Raiders to their sixth straight victory 
over Mount St. Joseph. 

Besides winning the mythical city title, the 
Raiders also took the mythical southern Vermont 
championship with victories over Bellows Falls 
(28-7), Brattleboro (22-01. Mount St. Joseph (20-7) 
and West Rutland (19-0). 

The only Vermont state team to defeat the 
Raiders was Springfield High (14-0), but the Cos- 
mopolitans' record of three wins, one defeat, and 
one tie could not compare with the brilliant Raider 
victory traiL 

The Raiders encountered but two northern 
Vermont elevens during the 1943 season The 
Flaitzmen defeated St. Mary's of St. Albans (19-6) 
in the season's opener, and handed Burlington High's 
Seahorses a 7-6 setback later in the campaign The 
second Raider loss came at the hands of a strong, 
Whitehall, New York eleven who defeated the 
Flaitzmen 12-6 , Since this setback did not count 
in the state grid standings, it did not mar the 
Raiders 1 Vermont State record.

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Seldom does a coach produce a winning combination during his 
first year on the job, and yet Coach Leo Keefe stepped into the traces as 
Rutland High's head basketball coach last fall and when the smoke of battle 
had cleared, emerged as the "guiding light" which brought the Raiders one 
of their most successful seasons on record. 

Only four veterans returned to the Raider fold for the 1943 season. 
Captain Al Merntt P Alternate-Captain Dom Ferraro and Dick Davine, seniors, 
and Phil Pratico a junior, were the only seasoned campaigners, but several 
former junior varsity hoopmen came through with some fine play for the Red 
and White. 

The Raiders faced a stiff assignment in tackling a long twentytwo game 
schedule, but although they were sometimes forced to play three games a 
week, the Keefemen finished the season with a brilliant record of sixteen 
victories and but six defeats for a percentage of .727. 

The Raiders defeated every team that beat them w f Lth the exception of 
Mount St. Joseph's Academy quintet which won the mythical city title by 
scores of 38-28 and 46-39 in two hard Tough t contests. 

With the advent of Coach Keefe to the headxoaching position came a 
strong feeling of team play and school spirit. Previously, one or possibly 
two Raiders would top the 100 point mark with one scorer far outdistancing 
the others. This years campaign, however, produced five high scorers: A I 
Merntt, Dom Ferraro, Dick Da vine. Tommy O'Brien and Johnny Ferraro, 
all of whom passed the centurv goal, while a sixth, Joe Kudera, shaded the 
mark This is an indication or the spirit of team play that was a main factor 
in Raider victories during the 1943 season. 

Statistically the Raiders were outstanding. In twenty-two games they 
scored better than forty points per game, while holding their opponents to 
623 markers, or twenty-five points per game. During the long season, the 
Raiders attempted 1499 shots from the floor and connected on 361 for a per- 
centage of .240 and in the foul shooting department they surpassed even this 
fine mark, collecting 159 of 292 attempts from the free line for a percentage 
of .540. 
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Captain AIJvtemtt T Dom Ferraro and Dick Da vine, the only three sen- 
iors on the team were the three highest scorers on Coach Keefe's initial Raider 
basketball combine, MernttP steady scoring brought him the high scoring hon- 
ors, with Ferraro and Davine close behind. Davine played only thirteen games, 
however, and collected the highest single game total at West Rutland with a 
twenty-three point showing. Ferraro's headVup play-making and deadly 
accurate shooting made him a valuable cog in the Raider's triumphs* while 
Merntt's ability as a floor general will be missed w r hen the 1 944 season opens. 
Despite the fact that these three highest scorer 
will be graduated this year, the prospects for the 
1944 season are bright if the juniors of draft age 
are not called into the Armed Services. With 
such sharp shooters as Tommy O'Brien, Johnny 
Ferraro. Joe Kudera, Captain-elect Phil Pratico, Earl 
Fredette and Warren Hoadley returning next year. 
Rutland High wall be well represented on the 
court. 

Johnny Ferraro , freshman center, was one of 
the outstanding players in the southern section of 
the state last season, and playing his first year of 
varsity basketball scored a total of 109 points. His 
court prowess and experience will be put to good 
use in future Raider teams. 

Besides directing the Raider varsity to one or 
the most brilliant records in the hisrory of basketball 
at R. H. S.< Coach Keefe guided his junior varsiry 
cagers to an undefeated record of thirteen straight 
victories. The Raider JV's won the mythical city 
junior varsitv title, and with Al Beauchamp, Pat 
Piscopo, Ray Murphy and Bob Kehoe coming up 
from JV ranks to varsity berths next year, the 
Raiders will have a wealth of strong reserve material 

The Raiders opened the season with five 
straight wins. Thev defeated Middlebury (47-34), 
Pair Haven (71-18), Brandon (40-1 9), the Alumni 
(36-33) and Whitehall (44-31), before Springfield 
handed them the short end of a 49-21 score. 

The Raiders went or. to defeat West Rutland 
(43-31) and Cathedral (40-27), before M S. J. 
invaded the gvmnasiuin and administered a 38-28 
setback After this defeat the Keefemen triumphed 
over Bellows Falls (41-26), were beaten by White- 
hall (35-29), defeated Brattleboro (54-19) and were 
edged by Cathedral (26-25). 

After the Cathedral "thriller/' the Raiders 
hit their stride again and won four straight, defeating 
Proctor (46-23), Brattleboro (51-13) p Bellows 
Falls (44-19) and Black River 143-23), The 
Mounties again beat the Keelemen m a hard fought 
contest on the Rutland Memorial Armory court (46-39) ( and the Raiders 
won a second place berth in the western division of the Southern Vermont 
League by defeating West Rutland (41-26). 

A 33-25 victorv over Springfield was the climax of the season. 
The Raiders worked as a unit throughout the game, and demonstrated the 
results attainable with Coach Keefe's system of coaching. 

Black River Academy was defeated by a score of 3S-26 in the Ludlow 
gvm, and the season ended as the Keefemen were forced to take a 36-27 set- 
back at the hands of a Burlington High quintet

Earl Manning, number two Hurler on the '42 nine, Captain Dom Ferraro, 
fleet-footed receiver. Al Merntt, reliable shortstop, and Colby Aldnch, 
capable hot corner guardian were the four regulars who formed the nucleus 
of this year's nine. 

Frank Belock, Elmer Peck and Herrick Cooke who filled in at shortstop, 
second base and first base respectively during the 1942 season won starting 
berths, along with Johnny Ferraro, Merntt Thomas and Bob Kehoe who were 
newcomers to Raider diamond ranks. 

As the tryout season progressed, Coach McKerley made several shrewd 
changes in the starting line-up carefully balancing the strong and weak points 
of his candidates. Colby Aldnch t accepted as the logical third sacker for

Merritt Thomas was candidate for second base, but became a sensation 
in right field with extra base clouting, while Frank Belock T another mfielder 
was put on the garden patrol and came up with 
some startling plays and the steadiest hitting on the 
team. 

The batting teat of the season was Be lock's 
six bingles including a pair of doubles in seven 
times at the platter during a double-header played 
with West Rutland midway through the Southern 
Loop campaign. 

The Raiders defeated Pittsford High Panthers 
in the first games of the season, with Manning and 
Johnny Ferraro hurling one-hit ball, and again in 
the single Proctor game played on the Raider dia- 
mond Earle Manning and "Lefty" Hall teamed up 
to allow only one scratch bingle in the seven mning 
route. These two contests, together with Earle 
Manning s sterling performances in the Mount St. 
Joseph battles were the pitching masterpieces of 
the season, 

The Raiders dropped the first M S, J, tilt by 
a 4-1 tally, and nearly upset the Mounties on the 
return battle at St. Peters field, before the Acads 
came from behind to cop a 3-2 win. 

The seniors on the team. Aldrich and Peck 
hammered out the longest hits of the season in the 
Raiders' first game with Proctor High's Phantoms 
to easily take the distance-hitting honors for the 
season. 

Ray Murphy, junior hurler turned in a victory in 
the Phantom fray, coasting home in front by a comfort- 
able margin behind his hard-hitting mates. " Lefty" " 
Hall, Fritz Dubler, Johnny Ferraro and Murphy 
will be left on the Raider mound staff to carrv on 
for the *44 season, and will leave Coach McKerley 
with some promising pitching material for next 
years nine.
